FURTHER 



To amend the Laws relating to the Representation 
of the People of Ireland. 

IT "VT II ERE AS it is expedient further to amend the Laws Preamble, 
%/ W relating to the Representation of the People in Ireland : 
v ” Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
5 Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the Authority of the same, as follows : 

I. The Occupation of Lands, Tenements, or Hereditaments rated Occupation 
at the net annual Value of Ten Pounds shall, for the Purpose of Pran(dlise in 
qualifying any Person to register and vote at any Election of a Knight duceVtoTen 
10 of the Shire in Ireland to be held after the passing of th is Act, have Pounds - 
the same Effect as the Occupation of Lands, Tenements, or Heredita- 
ments rated at the annual Value of Twelve Pounds had before the 
passing of this Act; and in all the Provisions of the Act of the 
Thirteenth and Fourteenth Years of Her present Majesty, Chapter 
15 Sixty -nine, and in all the Provisions of the said Act relating to such 
Occupation, Registration, or Voting, and in all Lists, Returns, 

Precepts, Notices, or other Forms made or issued in pursuance of 
such Provisions the Words “ Ten Pounds ” shall, when necessarv, 
be substituted for the Words “ Twelve Pounds.” 
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Occupation II. The Occupation of Lands, Tenements, or Hereditaments rated 
Franchise m ^w e ne t annual Value of Six Pounds shall, for the Purpose of 
reduced to qualifying any Person to register and vote at any Election of a 
Six Pounds. Member or Members to serve in Parliament for any City, Town, or 
Borough in Ireland to be held after the passing of this Act, have 
the same Effect as the Occupation of Lands, Tenements, and 
Hereditaments rated at the annual Value of Eight Pounds had before 
the passing of this Act ; and in all Provisions relating to such 
Occupation, Registration, or Voting, and in all Lists, Returns, Pre- 
cepts, Notices, or other Forms made or issued in pursuance of the 
Provisions of the said Act, the Words “ Six Pounds ” shall, when 
necessary, be substituted for the Words “ Eight Pounds.” 

Repeal 0 f HI. The One hundred and sixteenth Section of the said Act is 
s. 116. of hereby repealed, save and except as to any Rate made, or any Matter 
c 69 " or Thing done, or Liability incurred, before the passing of this Act, 

or as to any Remedy or Proceeding for or relating to any Rate, 
Matter, or Thing made or done, or Liability incurred, before the 
passing of this Act, and in lieu thereof it is enacted as follows : That 
whenever, from and after the passing of this Act, the net annual 
Value of the whole of the rateable Hereditaments in any Electoral 
Division situated wholly or in part in any of the Boroughs of Dublin, 
Cork, Limerick, Belfast, or Waterford, occupied by any Person or 
Persons having no greater Estate or Interest therein than a Tenancy 
from Year to Year, or holding under a Lease or Agreement, Leases 
or Agreements, made after the passing of the Act of the Sixth and 
Seventh Years of Her present Majesty, Chapter Ninety-two, is rated 
for the Poor Rate under the Value of Six Pounds, the Rate in respect 
of such Property shall be made on the Immediate /Lessor of such 
Person or Persons ; and if at the Time of making any such Rate the 
Name of the Immediate Lessor be not accurately known to the 
Persons making the Rate, it shall be sufficient to describe him therein 
as “ the Immediate Lessor,” with or without any Name or further 
Addition ; and such Rate shall be held to be duly made on him by 
such Description, and shall be recoverable from him accordingly, 
notwithstanding any Error or Defect in his Name or Description, or 
the entire Omission of his Name therein : Provided always, that no 
Person shall be disqualified from being registered at the First Regis- 
tration of Parliamentary Voters after the passing of this Act by 
reason of the Nonpayment of any Poor Rate, to the Payment 
of which such Person was not liable before the passing of this 
Act.

Members for IV. The County of Cork and the City of Dublin shall each return

Y. No Person holding any Peerage of Ireland now subsisting or Peers of 
hereafter to be created shall thereby be disqualified from being elected e ^ ec t e( \ to 
5 to serve, if he so think fit, for any County, City, or Borough of sen** . 
Ireland, in the House of Commons, unless he shall have been pre not entitled 
viously elected to sit ill the House of Lords, in pursuance of^the k 
Act passed in the Parliament of Ireland in the Fortieth Year of King 
George the Third, Chapter Thirty-eight ; but so long as such Person 
10 holding such Peerage shall so continue to be a Member of the House 
of Commons he shall not be entitled to the Privilege of Peerage, 
nor be capable of being elected to serve as a Peer on the Part of 
Ireland, or of voting at any Election of Peers, and, he shall be liable 
to be sued, indicted, proceeded against, and tried as a Commoner 
15 for any Offence with which he may be charged. 

VI. No Person who after the First Bay of March One thousand 
eight hundred and sixty is elected, made, or admitted a Freeman of meUi 
any City, Town, or Borough returning a Member to Parliament, 
otherwise than ill respect of Birth or Servitude, shall be entitled as 
20 such to be registered as a Voter or to vote at any Election of a 
' Member for any such City, Town, or Borough, and no Person after 
the -passing of this Act shall be entitled to be registered as a Voter 
or to vote as a Freeman in respect of Birth, unless his Right be 
originally derived from or through some Person who was a Freeman 
25 or entitled to be admitted a Freeman previous to the First Bay of 
March One thousand eight hundred and sixty. 

VII. Every Person acquiring under the Provisions of this Act a K»wEi|htF 
Right of voting at any Election of a Knight or Knights of the Vu-ieitm of 
Shire to serve in Parliament for any County, or of a Member or 
30 Members to serve in Parliament for any City or Borough, subject take effect 
to the Conditions affecting his Right to he registered in any Year, 
shall be entitled to be registered in any Register of Voters to be tl . a c tion " ot 
formed for such County, or for such City or Borough, in or after the 1860 .

Member IX. If any Person duly elected a Member of the House of

Seat by mere such Member of any other Office, upon or immediately before his 
Office* 6 01 Resignation of the Office holden at the Time of his Election, or 
upon or immediately before the Revocation or Avoidance of his 
Appointment to the Office so holden, shall not, nor shall any like 
Change only of Office from Time to Time, make void his Seat in 
Parliament, unless the Office so accepted be an Office the Holder 
of which is incapable of being elected a Member of the House of 
Commons.
